It— Now Goes to Conference. 


Washington. June 4 — The senate 
passed 
the 
so-called 
administration 
railroad bill, thus ending a contest be­ 
tween the insurgents and Republican 
tegulars which has run on more or 
less regularly for almost three months. 
The closing scenes in the debate on 
the bill were charac terized by a grand 
rush on the part of the Insurgents to 
seats on the organization band wagon. 
Not an insurgent voted against the 
bill, which went through by a division 
of 50 to 12. All who voted against the 
bill were Democrats, so that Presi­ 
dent Taft will have the satisfaction 
of reflecting that notwithstanding all 
the rust and smoke that had been 
kicked up in the long senate fight the 
bill has finally emerged a real party 
measure. 
The bill will now go to conference, 
the house having already acted on a 
similar measure. To get in u parlia­ 
mentary advantage- the senate, after 
it had passed the hill. took the house 
hill from the table, struck out all after 
Ihe enacting clause and substituted its 
own hill as an amendment This wilt 
permit the house to disagree without 
delay and ask for a conference. 
The long fight over the railroad hill 
in the senate ended with both insur­ 
gents and regulars in good humor. 
The 
insurgents in explaining 
their 
lush toward the baud wagon declared 
that the bill contains many good fea­ 
tures aud that the) alone were enti­ 
tled to the credit tor them 
Senator 
La Follette, after having occupied the 
attention of the senate for a large 
part of the day with a dozen or so of 
amendments, sang a swan song 
The 
bill was not just as he would like to 
see it. but it was a step in the right 
direction, and the country, as he view­ 
ed the situation, could thank the in­ 
surgents and the Democrats for the 
merit In It. 
The hill as it passed the senate con­ 
tains only three or four propositions 
in the same form a- they appeared in 
the administration x original bill. The 
commerce 
court feature is retained 
with slight modifications, and so also 
are the propositions authorizing ship 
per* to select their own routes, the 
provision imposing penalties tor incur 
red statements of rates by railroad 
companies, and that authorizing the 
commission 
to 
begin 
investigation 
upon its own initattve and to control 
classifications. 
Theme ate practically 
the only elements ot the original bill 
left. 
To these have been added chiefly 
through 
Insurgent 
and 
Democratic 
votes, a long and short haul amend­ 
ment, an anti-injunction amendment, a 
provision giving the interstate com­ 
merce commission powct to suspend 
increase's in rates for eleven months. 
a 
provision allowing the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission to become a 
party to litigation in regard to its or­ 
ders before the new commerce court, 
sn amendment shifting the burden of 
proof in regard to the reasonableness 
of Increases in rates from the shippers 
to the railroad itself, an amendment 
including the telephone and telegraph 
companies us common carriers under 
the Interstate commerce law and sev­ 
eral other amendments of minor im­ 
portance.

After a number of experiments at 
the Nebraska Agricultural college the 
feeding value of corn ensilage was 
found to lie far superior to any other 
roughage. 
This should convince the 
farmer that a silo on the farm will 
tend to improve It wonderfully.

One ton of ensilage equals one ton 
sugar beets. 
Three tons of ensilage equal otie ton 
clover hay. 
Three and one-half tons of ensilage 
equal one ton alfalfa hay.

Three and one-half tons of ensilage 
equal one ton prairie hay.

One ton of ensilage cost to put up 
cents. One ton of hay cost to put 
up $1.50. One ton of ensilage occupies 
50 cubic feet. One ton of hay occupies 
500 cubic feet. 
To tills statement he adds the fol­ 
lowing: 
It will he sc'eu that teu times more 
spare is required for hay than ensi­ 
lage, and ll is hardly possible to con­ 
struct even u cheap hay shed, to say 
nothing of a barn, for tbe price re 
quired to store for same quantity of 
ensilage. 
With the ordinary hayloft 
in a good dairy barn the cost of stor­ 
age space would be three times that 
of the silo. 
The table also gives a 
comparison between the cost of har­ 
vesting corn ensilage as compared 
with hay. 
It will ta* seen that corn 
ensilage can be put up for almost one- 
third the cost of hay. These figures 
do not allow for interest on moiiey in 
vestee! in machinery or storage. While 
hay Is about three time's richer in food 
elements,

Indeed, i hope it Is passing, aud 
for Hie hest of reasons, because the 
people are beginning to se** what it 
really Is, and ar** refusing to be influ­ 
enced by it. and thus ar** not making 
the contributions to the pockets of 
the muckrakers, which is their only 
motive for conducting the ir business.“ j 
Mr. Taft said of business pursuits 
that there is as much room today for 
fit men as there ever was.

The conditions for m aking a trough 
w ater tight are, first, a richer mixture 
of concrete than is required for ordi­ 
nary w ork; second, enough w ater in 
m ixing to give a sloppy concrete, and, 
third, the placing of all concrete at one 
operation. 
It is extrem ely difficult to 
make any structure w ater tight unless 
all three of the above conditions are 
complied with. 
T he best of concrete should be used. 
M ix one part of good cement to one 
and a half parts of dean, coarse sand 
to three parts of screened gravel or 
broken stones. 
The am ount of excava­ 
tion necessary for the foundation de 
pends u[K)u the size. 
Place a tw o and a half inch layer of 
concrete in the form arui im m ediately 
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a fter placing and before the concrete 
ha# set place a sheet of woven fence 
w ire or some other w ire fabric over 
the concrete, bending It up so that it 
w ill come to w ithin an Inch of the top 
of the forms at th* sides and ends. 
P lace tw o and a quarter inches more 
of the concrete lit file bottom and ram 
lightly to bring the m ortar to the sur­ 
face and Htuooth it o ff evenly.
